The institute four 
buildings, in the most expensive part 
Nearly all of the students 
are engaged in payi occupations in 
that neighborhood. ey are clerks, 
book-keepers, shop boys, engineers, 
mechanics, butchers, bakers and can- 
diestick makers. The institute has no 
endowment, but for many years has 
received an annual grant of £16,000 
from Parliament, and the receipts 
from fees average about between 
£7000 and £8000 a year, which gives 
it an income of nearly $150.000. Occa- 
| sionally it receives a legacy or a gift 
in money from some friend, but the 
management are particular to avoid 
the reputation of being an object of 
charity. Tey declare that it is a reg- 
ular scientific school, supported by the 
tuition fees paid by the students. 

There are 600 different classes, and 
100 of them meet only in the evening, 
attended by an average of 6000 stu- 
dents.

In regard to the examination 
made by the examiners, I do not think 
that the force is adequate to get a 
real knowledge of the true conditions 
in a given institution. Moreover, the 
power of the Comptroller is not great 
enough to give him proper powers of 
control in cases where he finds an un- 
satisfactory state of affairs to exist.” 
Opinions of this sort are very gen- 
eral, although, of course, the offic ials 
of tHe ‘Comptroller's office are neces- 
sarily guarded tn expressing them- 
selves. It ts true, however, that 
alarm has been caused by recent dis- 
astrous failures, such as Mas- 
sachusetts and elsewhere. These have 
added to the uneasiness aroused last 
year by the collapse of banks in Chi- 
cago and at other points farther west. 
Comptroller Ridgeley has, in former 
years, urged improvement in the sys- 
tem of examinations tn his annual re- 
ports, and this year it is probable that 
his ideas on this question will be 
taken up in influential quarters. 
DEFECTS OF PRESENT SYSTEM. | 
There is genera] enough understand- 
ing of the obvigus defects in the pres- 
ent system of examinations such as 
the faulty way of paying examiners, 
their limited numbers, the fact that 
they travel on routes that can be pre- 
dicted by banks, and their coming 
thus allowed for, and the like. A num- 
ber of circumstances not generally 
understood by the public are respon- 
sible for some of e existing dim 
culty and indicate the desirability of 
doing something that will correct 
them.

While I was in Paris a few weeks 
ago the Minister of Colonies and his 
assistants gave me some very inter- 
esting information about these mat- 
ters. The telegraph line is being built 
and the surveys are being conducted 
under the immediate direction of the 
Governor-General of Algeria, and if 
you will open your atlas and turn to 
the map of Africa you can trace the 
route. The wires will run from the city 
of Algiers across the sandy waste down 
to the oasis of Touat, which is a very 
important point. From there they will 
follow a caravan trail that has been 
used for centuries south of the Aha- 
gar Mountains, and thence southwest- 
ward to Timbuctoo and thence follow 
the rer banks to the port of Dakar 
on tome Atlantic Coast in the province 
of Senegal. The work began last win- 
ter and has been going on nearly nine 
months. Many precautions and con- 
siderable preparation were necessary, 
but thus far no great difficulties have 
been encountered. All water, provi- 
sions, materials and everything that is 
needed must be carried on the backs 
of camels, and supply trains are 
passing to and fro with great regu- 
larity between Algiers and Timbuctoo 
and the camping grounds of the sev- 
eral parties. 
LABOR DONE BY NATIVES. 


The manual labor is being done by 
natives from desert tribes until re- 
cently in a savage state, and five 
years ago they would have cheerful- 
ly slaughtered any white man or 
Christian who ventured among them. 
The early explorers used to stain 
their faces and profess to be follow- 
ers of Mohammed. In that way they 
gradually gained the confidence of the 
wandering tribes and obtained permis- 
sion to make their explorations and 
survey a route for the telegraph line. 
Thirty years ago a similar work was 
done in Siberia. Gen. Anson Stager of 
Cleveland, superintendent of that di- 
vision of the Western Union telegraph 
line, stretched a wire from the Ural 
Mountains to Kamchatka across 
snowy steppes of Northern Siberia. 
He followed very nearly the same trail 
now occupled by the great 
Siberian rallroad. work was much 
more difficult, and therefore the 
achievement was much greater than 
that which is now going on in North- 
ern Africa. e dangers and difficul- 


tles were several times as great. 


RECLAMATION OF THE DESERT. 
The explorers assert that their ex- 
perimental borings have determined 
that the entire surface of the desert, 
at least so far as the investigations 
have extended, is underlaid with sub- 
terranealm streams and reservoirs 
which can be reached by sinking wells 
at depths varying from 200 to 2000 
feet, according to the altitude of the 
point where the boring is made. Nu- 
'™merous dry springs have been found 
along the caravan trail. which have 
| been choked up with sand so that the 
water has been forced to find an out- 
let below instead of above the sur- 
These discoveries have enabled 
French explorers to estabijish 
camps along the trail for the benefit 
of the caravan and to introduce the 
of dates, which are the 
product of the desert, to a 
much larger extent than at present.

RELICS OF PREHISTORIC CIVILI- 
ZATION. 
An immense number of relics of a 
prehistoric civilization have been 
found along the dry water courses in

have outlasted time. Pieces of tiles 
have frequently been discovered in 
heaps of rubbish, and sometimes loose 
sheets of papyrus, which shows that 
the people who occupied the country 
hed language and libraries. 

The numerous milistones are consid- 
ered evidence that wheat and corn 
were once grown where the sand dunes. 
now cover the earth, because they 
would have been useless without 
grain to grind, and the carvings upon 
the wall often represent agricultural 
scenes, farmers plowing, reaping and 
grinding grain. 
The climate in the desert is said to 
be not only endurable but quite com- 
fortable. At noonday the sun is very 
hot, and it is imprudent for white 
men to do any outdoor labor between 
11 and 3 o'clock, but before and after 
those hours it is perfectly safe, and a 
cool invariably spri up 
shortly after noon, which m ter 
the temperature. Under canvas awn- 
ings or any other shelter the atmos- 
phere is delightful, while the nighte 
Are always cool, the thermometer - 
— falling to 70 degrees ee

DEATH OF LA SALLE A. MAYNARD 
AT MONROVIA.

did His Duty Well as Editorial 


Writer for Religious Publications 
and for “Leslie’s Weekly”—Was 
Also Noted as a Worker for Good 
Government and for Civic Liberty. 


MONROVIA, Nov. 8&—After a res- 
idence of a year in this city where he 
came in search of health. La Salle A. 
Maynard, associate editor of Lestie’s 
Weekly, died here today. He leaves a 
widow, two sons and three daughters. 

He began his literary career when a

young man in Albany, and first came 
into prominence in the world of Ict- 
ters as assistant editor of the New 
York Observer. 7 

His editorials and writings gener- 
ally attracted so ruch attention that in 
1890 he was invited to become manag- 
ing editor of the daily Mail and x- 
press, then owned by Vanderbilt's 
son-in-law, Col. Elliot F. Shepard 
After a year’s work he discovered that 
editorial writing was his true voéta- 
tion and resigned to accept a lucre- 
tive position on the Christian at Wor 

Eight years ago he accepted the as- 
sociate cditorship of Leslie’s Weekly. 
For the past twenty years, fn additi -n 
to his editorial duties, he had con- 
ducted a semi-religious syndicate to 
which such men as Tidward Everet. 
Hale, Rev. Mr. Buckley, John D. Long 
and, in fact. a galaxy of brilliant 
minds contributed. Gladstone and Cac- 
telar of Spain also contributed several 
articles on timely subjects. 

Mr. Maynard in early life became a 
reformer, and a worker for good gov- 
ernment as against corruption in poli- 
tics. He was practically the founder 
of the Patria Club, in New York, that 
has done a world of good by endeav- 
oring to inspire civic. pride and pit- 
riotism. Mr. Maynard was also a 
charter member of another noted New 
York club, The Quill. For several vears 
he took an active part in the Interna- 
tional Peace Conference that meets 
annually at Lake Mohon’, N. Y., and 
had charge of the press work of the 
conference. 

As a member of the Anti-gambling 
League of New York City he was a 
rrominent worker in the suppressi»n 
of race track evils, end a personal 
friend and fellow-worker of An- 
thony Comstock. Years ago he advo- 
cated a free lecture course to be given 
in the isolated schoo'thouses of his na- 
tive State, and lived to see it put 
successfully into operation. 

Mr. Maynard possessed a lovable dis- 
nosition and his magnetic nature won 
friends fot him through all the years 
of his crowded life. Five years ago the 
family home at New Rochelle was 
abandoned. and Mr. Maynard vegan 
the font for his life, which ended in 
sad defeat. 

He came to Monrovia a year ago in 
search of health, and improved quite 
perceptibly for a number of months. 
Early in the summer he felt the ne- 
cessity of paying a visit to the region 
of the Salton Sea in order to mere 
corectiv portray conditions. The trip 
Was too hard for his enfeebled const! 
tution, and he failed to rally from the 
strain of it. In the course of his res- 
idence in Monrovia. Mr. Maynard 
wrote a number of articles on the 
condition of the citrus industry, which 
were remarkable for their accuracy, 
and were widely published. 

The funeral will be held at the First 
Presbyterian Church of Monrovia at 3 
p. m., Sunday. The remains will be laid 
at rest in the cemetery at Claremont, 
where Mr. Maynard had only recently 
completed the erection of a beautiful 
home.
